mandated by-laws concerning the digging of trenches on 
private property, are now in effect. The law was originally 
set to go into effect on January 1, 2009 but was delayed, at 
least in part, to winter weather conditions that prevented 
digging in frozen ground along with concerns being 
voiced at the time by municipalities around the Common- 
wealth. Designed to prevent accidents, such as accidental 
drowning when a trench becomes full of rainwater, the 
law also standardizes trench-digging laws from town to 
town, under one uniform state-wide mandate. 

Under this new law the new law the towns of 
Rochester and Mattapoisett have approved the state's 
recommendations of a $50.00 permitting fee for trench 
construction that will be enforced through the building

department of each town. Marion is still in the process of 
deciding what actions they will take in terms of who will 
be the trench enforcement officer as well as what fees will 
be charged. Marion Building Inspector Richard Marx said, 
"We have been getting questions about this as contractors 
have become aware of the law and I am hoping that the 
Selectmen will take this up as soon as possible/' 

In addition to now having to file for a permit to 
dig a trench the state is also requiring that contractors and 
property owners follow Massachusetts Division of Occu- 
pational Safety standards to protect the safety of workers 
involved with the digging of trenches. 

The Rochester building department has asked 
residents to contact them to further determine under 
whose jurisdiction a trench might fall. If a trench is being 
constructed in an area that includes any town right away 
or property, as is often the case when a cable is being 
installed underground, jurisdiction for inspecting the 
trench will then be under the office of the town's highway 
surveyor and not the building commissioner. 

A portion of the new trench law requires anyone 
engaging in the creation of a trench to take a series of 
precautions to protect the public and to limit access to the 
trench in order to prevent accidents when the trench is 
unattended. These recommendations include barricading 
or backfilling the trench at the end of a workday or over 
weekend when construction is halted. Barricades include 
fencing off the area under construction with a fence at

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least six feet in height with no opening greater than four 
inches in the fence or covering the entire trench to limit 
access to it.

Off With a Bang 
Marion Fireworks Fundraising

The Marion Fireworks Committee needs your 
help, and they need it now. That was the message of 
Chairman Christopher Collings in an interview on March 
3 with The Wanderer. The Committee, which annually 
organizes and sponsors the Town's annual 4th of July 
fireworks display, relies "100% on donations from folks all 
around town, every year/' Mr. Collings said. 

The display, which this year will take place on 
Friday, July 3, at Silver Shell Beach, comes during tough 
economic times, and Mr. Collings said that currently 
donations are only at about 25% of the amount necessary 
to put on the show, where in previous years, at least 50% 
of the needed funds had been donated by this time in 
the year. "We have gotten a little behind," Mr. Collings 
said, "and we realize that these are tough economic times 
for residents. But it seems to us that this year, more than 
many others, we will want and need a great show to boost 
our patriotic pride." 

The fireworks, which have no impact on the 
Town's budget and are funded solely from donations, will 
cost more than $45,000 this year, and currently the Com- 
mittee only has about $10,000 on hand. "That is simply 
not enough to go forward, and we are going to have to 
contract for the fireworks soon. You can't get fireworks 
for July 4th if you try to make arrangements in the end of 
June." 

The event, which also features street vendors and 
musical entertainment, requires coordination with both 
the Police Department and the Harbormaster for safety

SMELLY BREATH 

My cat likes to curl up in my lap but when she breathes in my 
face it really smells. I feed her a half a can of food twice daily 
and she has dry food available at all times. I figure that the dry 
food keeps her teeth clean but I don't understand why she has 
such an odor. 

Take a look at your cat's molars by pulling her cheek 
back. They should look white and shiny. If they appear 
caked with brown debris your cat needs to have her 
teeth cleaned by your veterinarian. Cats get problems in 
their teeth like cavities and these can cause a great deal 
of pain. Dental disease is also an important source of 
bacterial invasion into your cat's body.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

February 3, 2009 
By Ricky Pursely 

The Town of Marion Board of Selectmen met at 
the Marion Town House in the Conference Room at 7:00 
pm on Tuesday, March 3, 2009. Present were Chairman 
Jonathan F. Henry, Selectmen Stephen M. Cushing and 
Roger F. Blanchette, Town Administrator Paul F. Dawson, 
Town Accountant Judith M. Mooney, and members of the 
Town of Marion Finance Committee Dr. Richard Kemp 
and Allen Menard. 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Henry. The minutes of the February 17, 2009 meeting of 
the Board were approved unanimously. 

Ms. Mooney presented a "bring-down certificate" 
to the Selectmen for their signature. The certificate, in the 
amount of $381,571, represents SRF funding for ongo- 
ing sewer I&I work in the Town. The total of I&I costs, 
according to Ms. Mooney, will be nearly $1 million. After 
Ms. Mooney's presentation, the Selectmen present each af- 
fixed their signatures to the certificate. 

The Board then received a presentation from the 
Town Finance Committee on the preliminary budget be- 
ing developed for Fiscal Year 2010. Dr. Kemp noted the 
great constraints imposed by Proposition 2-1/2. He said

that "local receipts are expected to be lower. People are 
not buying new cars. Building permits are down. State 
aid will be cut by about 10% for the coming year. The 
best thing for Marion is that we depend less on social 
aid. Costs are rising, particularly insurance costs. Many 
expenditures are mandated, such as the regional school 
budget. We are fortunate this year with unexpected 
revenues, including tipping fees and the sale of an ease- 
ment, totaling approximately $250,000." The Committee 
recommended putting that money into the Town stabi- 
lization fund. The current balance of that fund, before 
such addition, is $1,056,000. Dr. Kemp also noted that the 
Town "has benefited from very careful management from 
our departments." The result is approximately $508,000 
in free cash to the Town, of which approximately $300,000 
will be needed to balance the FY 2010 budget (no more 
than 40% of free cash). 

Dr. Kemp told the Board that the Committee had 
asked Mr. Dawson for two budgets: one, a level funding 
budget (being presented to the Board) and two, a level 
service budget. The proposed budget does not include 
money for Police Department assistance at events such 
as the July 4th Parade, the Christmas Stroll, and other 
similar events. The proposed budget includes substantial 
increases for Emergency Medical Services, largely because 
the Committee took note of the fact that EMS personnel 
had previously provided a great deal of volunteer service, 
which the Committee believes should be compensated,

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and also because replenishment of ambulance supplies 
by Tobey Hospital, which previously had been free to the 
ambulance crews, now must be paid for by the Town. 

The Sippican School budget as proposed by the 
Sippican School Committee would increase by 2.17%, 
with a regular budget increase of 0.9% and a special 
education budget increase of 6%. The Committee has met 
with the School Committee and discussed the school's 
budget at length. The Committee is asking that the School 
Committee revisit its budget for Sippican School with an 
eye toward presenting a level-funding budget, which es- 
sentially would mean that Sippican's budget would need 
to be reduced by approximately $33,000, and to consider 
how such a cut would impact services at the school. 

The ORR budget would increase 1.69% overall. 
According to Dr. Kemp, the ORR budget process has 
been the best in recent memory. He noted that the im- 
pact of the proposed ORR budget on Mattapoisett will 
be flat, and that the impact on Rochester will result in a 
6% increase. The Committee recommends approval of 
the proposed ORR budget. A Public Hearing on the ORR 
budget is scheduled for March 5, 2009. Selectman Blanch- 
ette said that he believes, based on information presented 
at the ORR budget meeting last month, that health care 
cost planning should be based on a 5% increase, not the 
proposed 8.65% increase reflected in the budget docu- 
ments. The Town, in its health care cost planning for 
2010, is projecting a 3.5% increase, Blanchette said. Mr. 
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Dawson said that the ORR School Committee is looking 
for general support of the proposed budget: 'This is not 
a final vote, which of course will occur at Town Meeting/' 
Mr. Dawson said that health care costs for 2010 will fluc- 
tuate before becoming final, but that a 5% increase, based 
on all available information, is very safe, and likely high. 
Chairman Henry said that the sense of the Board is that 
the proposed ORR budget will have the Board's support, 
but only with a reduction in the estimate of health care 
cost increase from 8.65% down to 5%. Selectman Blanch- 
ette expressed his view that if school committees have not 
stayed within budget guidelines that have been followed 
by other departments, including the police, fire and public

Dr. Kemp said that the proposed budget increases 
funding for the Department of Public Works by 3%, in- 
cluding an increase of $50,000 for snow and ice removal, 
which the Committee believes is a more reasonable level, 
given the experience of the Department this winter. 

The Council on Aging is requesting a new 
program that was previously grant-funded, as well as 
increases in the compensation of van drivers. Dr. Kemp 
noted that the Council reports that the number of Town 
residents over age 65 in 2008 increased by 100, with a 
total of over 1,500 such residents. The requested increases 
amount to approximately $9,000. 

The Town Library budget, by statute, must be 
increased annually in order to continue to meet state 
standards and avoid decertification such as has recently 
occurred in the Town of Wareham. 

The Town's debt service will increase approxi- 
mately 9.4% under the proposed budget. The rescue 
pumper, according to Dr. Kemp, has now been paid off, 
and the debt for the police station will now begin to be 
paid. Town insurance costs will increase approximately 
2.98%. 

The proposed budget would replace one police 
vehicle, rather than two, as has been the case in previous 
years. The budget also proposes purchase of a new street 
sweeper, at a cost of approximately $160,000. The Com- 
mittee has asked the Fire Chief to obtain three competitive 
bids for the cost of modifying a vehicle obtained with 
grant funds to serve as a brush-breaker for fighting forest 
fires. 

The Committee's estimate of revenues versus 
proposed budget shows $17,093,000 in revenue for Fiscal 
Year 2010 against proposed expenditures of $17,133,283, 
for a budget deficit of $39,600. Dr. Kemp said that it is the 
Committee's view that Fiscal Year 2010 will be difficult, 
but attainable for the Town financially, but that Fiscal 
Year 2011 will be a very difficult time, based on current 
projections and the state of the overall economy. " We are 
looking at some serious negative projections/' Dr. Kemp 
said. "What is the impact of salary increases?" Selectman 
Cushing asked. Mr. Menard replied that "a one percent 
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increase equals roughly $100,000, and salaries represent 
approximately 70% of the Town budget for 20 10." 

Chairman Henry noted the invaluable advice and 
input that the Board receives from the Committee, but 
said that in all financial decisions, "the buck stops here" 
with the Board. Dr. Kemp said that "Marion is a great 
town because we have great schools. People want to 
move here because of the schools, because we have a good 
foundation budget for our schools." Selectman Blanchette 
expressed his view that Town residents should be made 
more aware of how much is being spent on schools over 
and above the amounts required by federal and state law. 

In action items, the Board approved the ap- 
pointment of Wendy Carreau to the Town Conservation 
Commission, and approved the reappointment of Andrea 
B. Keene as Registrar of Voters, with a term to expire on 
March 31, 2012. The Board unanimously approved the 
issuance of replacement resident stickers for automobiles 
at no cost to residents, provided that proof of disposition 
of a previously-stickered vehicle is provided. The Board 
also approved final water bill commitments of $1,203.53

Mr. Dawson provided a series of updates to the 
Board: (1) plans for an evaluation of the renovation and 
historic preservation work necessary for the Town House 
are moving forward; (2) the RFP regarding the Swift /Del- 
ano house, commonly known as the "Captain's Cottage" 
produced no bids, and the future of the house is yet to be 
determined; (3) the RFP regarding the Papageorge prop- 
erty located in the Town of Wareham produced no bids, 
and Mr. Dawson said that he would seek to discuss dis- 
position of the Town's 20% interest in the property with 
the Board in its Executive Session following the regular 
meeting; (4) Mr. Dawson attended a recent meeting on the 
regionalization of purchasing through SRPEDD; (5) trees 
that have been tagged in the Point Road area recently are 
part of an inventory being conducted by NSTAR of "trees 
of interest" relating to tree-related power outages in the 
area, which has the highest rate of such outages in the 
entire Commonwealth, and Mr. Dawson noted that the 
trees are protected, and that NSTAR must obtain various 
permissions before any trees can be taken down, and that 
the NSTAR arborist will be in attendance at the March 
17, 2009 Board meeting to answer questions and supply 
additional information regarding the tagged trees; and (6) 
Mr. Dawson presented new state regulations regarding 
the excavation of trenches (the so-called "Jackie's Law"), 
along with a proposed Town Trench Permit required 
by the new law, and proposed that the Town Building 
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Inspector be appointed to be the Permitting Authority for 
the Town under the law. 

The Board also noted receipt of correspondence 
regarding: (1) a regional summit for South coast commu- 
nities to be held on March 5, 2009 at 6:00 pm at the Dart- 
mouth Town Hall; (2) a letter from Peter C. McDonald, 
Regional Director of the Ocean Conservancy, applauding 
volunteer cleanup efforts made on September 20, 2008 in 
the Town ( the Board will send letters of appreciation to 
the groups involved with the cleanup efforts); (3) a memo- 
randum from Annie Rockwell regarding Town bylaws 
related to affordable housing; (4) a memorandum from 
the Commonwealth's Department of Fire Services, regard- 
ing state requirements for inspection of underground 
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storage tanks for fuel; (5) a letter from Cathryn MacLean 
regarding a recent Public Hearing on her dog Cody (the 
Board noted that the owners of Cody have appeal rights 
available to them, and declined to take any of the actions 
requested by the dog owner in the letter); and (6) a memo- 
randum announcing creation of a Medical Reserve Corps 
unit between the Towns of Marion, Mattapoisett, Middle- 
borough, Rochester and Wareham. 

The Board recessed into Executive Session at 9:20

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 

February 3, 2009

A special Mattapoisett Town Meeting was called 
to order on Tuesday, March 3, 2009 at 7:00 pm by Meeting 
Moderator Jack Eckland. Also present were Selectmen Jor- 
dan Collyer and George Randall, Town Administrator Mi- 
chael Botelho, Town Councilman David Jenkins, Attorney 
Cathleen O'Donnell, Members of the Finance Committee 
Don Carlstrom, Dick Gamache, Cornelius Coleman, Den- 
nis Perry, Town Accountant Suzanne Szyndlar, new Fire 
Chief Andrew Murray and Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan. 

There were three articles listed on the warrant for 
the meeting. The first article dealt with the town accepting 
a donation of land from The Bay Club with the intention 
of building the new town water tower on said property. 
In order for the town to accept the land, it would need a 
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two-thirds majority to pass. 

Head of the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer De- 
partment Nick Nicholson stood before the crowd and an- 
nounced several facts about the current state of the water 
tower and the proposed new one. The water tower that 
currently stands off of North Street was built in 1913 and 
can hold 300,000 gallons of water and sits on 1.65 acres of 
land. Gallon capacity for the proposed new tank would be 
one million. 

At a Town Meeting in 1998, it was determined 
that the town would move forward in building a new wa- 
ter tower. The original location for the new water tower 
to be located would be in plain sight for many of the Bay 
Club residents, hence their decision to donate other land 
which isn't as visible to its residents, to the town to be 
used to build the new water tower. 

Since the ground on the donated land is not as 
high as on the original plot of land, it would need to be 
raised an additional 15 feet. This, along with several other 
factors would bring the cost of relocating to $272,000. 
Nicholson also stated that there is a good chance the price 
of the project will increase the longer the town waits to 
work on it. 

Those in favor of the project state that there are 
several benefits to building on the donated lot, such as the 
increased size and the fact that a new 10,000 foot munici- 
pal building could be built at the new location.

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spoke back from the back of the auditorium claiming that 
accepting the land donation would be win/ win for the 
town. Many at the meeting brought up the fact that sev- 
eral members of The Bay Club would consider suing the 
town over the placement of the water tower and Andrews 
stated that if the project was voted down, the appeals pro- 
cess from the members of The Bay Club could delay the 
start of the project anywhere from 18 to 24 months. 

The vote over Article I was taken at approximate- 
ly 8:30 pm. It needed a two-thirds majority to pass, which 
it did overwhelmingly so, as 296 voted in favor and only 
24 opposed. 

Article II, which dealt with Town Property being 
transferred from the Board of Selectmen to the Conserva- 
tion Committee, was not resolved and has been indefi- 
nitely postponed, as the matter was not taken up with the 
land trust. 

Article III, which would allow the town to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for the financing the 
construction of a Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Extension 
Construction Project was voted down. Although 132 
voted in favor of the project, 100 opposed and a two- 
thirds majority was needed for it to pass. Ultimately, the 
project would have allowed a minor sewer project to the 
Antassawamock and Marshmere areas of the Mattapoisett 
Neck. 

Those residents who live on Mattapoisett Neck 
Road and Old Mattapoisett Neck Road could hook up to 
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the sewage system. Those who live on Mattapoisett Neck 
and Old Mattapoisett Neck Road that did not want to 
hook up would not need to and would not have to and 
would not be charged anything. 

The meeting was adjourned at 11:00 pm.

The Reader. Starring Kate Winslet and Ralph Fiennes. Directed 
by Stephen Daldry. Running time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: 
R. 

It's probably worth sitting through The Reader just for the 
late scene between Lena Olin, as an Auschwitz survivor, and Ralph 
Fiennes, who knows someone who was at Auschwitz in a different 
capacity. At 53, Olin has lost none of her sensuality and none of her 
wild-card scariness; I almost felt sorry for poor Ralph Fiennes (no 
slouch himself, let's remember), who sits and listens and somehow 
seems very small as she intones, "Nothing came out of the camps. 
Nothing." She means, of course, nothing redeeming, nothing that 
would make sense of it. In just a few minutes, Olin sketches a 
woman who went through hell as a girl and has no patience for 
anything that would trivialize her suffering. Give this woman an 
Oscar. 

Not that I begrudge Kate Winslet her own award. As Hanna 
Schmitz, a surly tram ticket-taker who has an affair with 15-year- 
old Michael Berg (David Kross), Winslet speaks and moves like 
someone carrying a terrible weight in her gut. In time, we discover 
that Hanna was a guard at Auschwitz, and is culpable for the deaths 
of hundreds of Jews in a church fire. This, however, is not entirely 
the source of her shame. Without any obvious Oscar moments — 
Hanna' s pride wouldn't allow them — Winslet creates a flawed and 
fascinating villain, an ordinary woman who let herself drift into evil 
in order to hide something. 

The Reader isn't really about her, though. It's mainly about 
Michael (played by Fiennes in adulthood), who finds himself 
haunted by this haunted woman. The problem is that Michael 




is fairly colorless — 
regardless of his age, he 
remains, on some level, a 
lovestruck boy fixated on 
the first woman who took 
him to bed. Somewhere 
outside the movie's 
purview, Michael becomes 

a lawyer, marries, has a daughter, divorces, and somehow morphs 
from the recessive, hangdog David Kross to the rather more intense 
and angular Ralph Fiennes (to whom elegant romantic yearning 
comes a little too easily by now). Meanwhile, Hanna kinda sorta 
ages, until near the end, when she's supposed to be in her late sixties, 
she looks like a mostly-unlined Kate Winslet with a scraggly gray 
dye job. The computer-generated aging miracles of Benjamin Button 
were not available to this production or its budget, I guess. 

Under Stephen Daldry' s nondescript direction, the movie 
is a passive and too-tasteful meditation on guilt and its lasting, 
deformative power. Hanna could' ve saved those Jews but didn't; 
Michael could' ve saved Hanna from a harsher prison sentence but 
didn't. At the movie's center is the big revelation — why Hanna 
found herself working at Auschwitz, why she wasn't guilty to the 
extent that she was accused of, why she'd rather spend her life in 
jail than confess. It seems a tad overblown, especially in light of her 
actions; it's also a little too neat a metaphor. Still, Winslet and Olin 

— and the always-welcome Bruno Ganz as Michael's law professor 

— kick The Reader into higher gear. One of the year's five best 
films, however, it is not.

Residents should 
complete the form and follow the mailing instructions. 

The fee for Beach/Wharf stickers, available for 
Mattapoisett residents and property owners only, is $10. 
Mattapoisett residents 65 and older are also entitled to a free 
Beach /Wharf Sticker, which must be obtained each year. 

The fee for shellfish permits for Mattapoisett, 
Marion and Rochester residents and property owners is $25. 
For all other non-residents, the fee is $125. For Mattapoisett, 
Marion and Rochester residents 65 and older, the Shellfish 
permit, which is valid for the lifetime of the permit holder, 
is free. A map of the Town indicating the shellfish areas is 
available on the Town's homepage.
